British Foreign Secretary Ernest

snalched at U. S. Secretary

State George C. Marshall's skele- 
tonized offer of June 5 to help re- 
build Europe. 


Hastily he called on French Pre- 


mier Paul Ramadier and 
French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault. 
In two days — in Paris last Tues- 
day and Wednesday — this potent 
European trio dispatched to Rus- 
sia a call to join them — and to 
decide by next Monday whether 
the Soviet Union 'will come in. 
Russia's officially inspired Com- 


munist newspaper Pravda greeted 
Marshall's plan with a single blast 
and then relapsed into silence. Now 
the ussian news agency Tass an- 
nounces that the government 
is 


"considering" the matter. 
The Russians undoubtedly are on 


a spot. They must decide quickly 
on a course as momentous to them 
as it will be to the rest of Europe. 


Stalin's dilemma is both econom- 
ic and political. 
He needs 
machinery 
that 
he 


would get with dollars 
accruing 


from joining in the plan. If he re- 
jects it, he gets no share of the 
dollars an dvirtually no hope of: 
promoting a dollar loan, of 
his 


own. 
And 
Europe's 
Communist 


parties, bidding for popular sup- 
port on their ability to restore torn 
economies, lose face, for the

will not bear the Red mark. 


If he accepts, he also must ac- 


cept the political fact that the plan 
will tend to hold back the spread 
of communism. 


Bevin apparently sees in Mar- 


shall's sparely defined offer

His problem: Shall Russia join

perhaps at the cost of a clipping 
Hed grip on middle-European gov- 
ernments, or shall she cast aside 
he chance to unite Europe and go 
icr own way in her own politico- 
economic sphere in the east? 


British Foreign Secretary Ernest 


Bcvin, practiced in grasping 
the- 
"breaks" of Irade-union 
warfare, 


snalched at U. S. Secretary 
of 


State George C. Marshall's skele- 
tonized offer of June 5 to help re- 
build Europe. 


Hastily he called on French Pre- 


mier Paul Ramadier and 
French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault. 
In two days — in Paris last Tues- 
day and Wednesday — this potent 
European trio dispatched to Rus- 
sia a call to join them — and to 
decide by next Monday whether 
the Soviet Union 'will come in. 
Russia's officially inspired Com- 


munist newspaper Pravda greeted 
Marshall's plan with a single blast 
and then relapsed into silence. Now 
the ussian news agency Tass an- 
nounces that the government 
is 


"considering" the matter. 
The Russians undoubtedly are on 


a spot. They must decide quickly 
on a course as momentous to them 
as it will be to the rest of Europe. 


Stalin's dilemma is both econom- 
ic and political. 
He needs 
machinery 
that 
he 


would get with dollars 
accruing 


from joining in the plan. If he re- 
jects it, he gets no share of the 
dollars an dvirtually no hope of: 
promoting a dollar loan, of 
his 


own. 
And 
Europe's 
Communist 


parties, bidding for popular sup- 
port on their ability to restore torn 
economies, lose face, for the 
aid 


will not bear the Red mark. 


If he accepts, he also must ac- 


cept the political fact that the plan 
will tend to hold back the spread 
of communism. 


Bevin apparently sees in Mar- 


shall's sparely defined offer 
the 


economic weapon for whcih 
he 


often has wished so wistfully. With 
enough coal, he has said repeated- 
ly, he could write his own ticket in 
Europe's economic and political af- 
fairs — but Britain itself depends 
on the United States to eke out its 
scraped fael bins. 
The U. S. has the coal and the 


food. 


Now, 
taking 
the 
initiative in 


shaping Europe's approach to uni- 
fied economic aid from the new 
world, Bevin obviously sees Mar- 
shall's offer as the standard 
to

State George C. Marshall's skele- 
tonized offer of June 5 to help re- 
build Europe. 


Hastily he called on French Pre- 


mier Paul Ramadier and 
French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault. 
In two days — in Paris last Tues- 
day and Wednesday — this potent 
European trio dispatched to Rus- 
sia a call to join them — and to 
decide by next Monday whether 
the Soviet Union 'will come in. 
Russia's officially inspired Com- 


munist newspaper Pravda greeted 
Marshall's plan with a single blast 
and then relapsed into silence. Now 
the ussian news agency Tass an- 
nounces that the government 
is 


"considering" the matter. 
The Russians undoubtedly are on 


a spot. They must decide quickly 
on a course as momentous to them 
as it will be to the rest of Europe. 


Stalin's dilemma is both econom- 
ic and political. 
He needs 
machinery 
that 
he

from joining in the plan. If he re- 
jects it, he gets no share of the 
dollars an dvirtually no hope of: 
promoting a dollar loan, of 
his 


own. 
And 
Europe's

will not bear the Red mark. 


If he accepts, he also must ac- 


cept the political fact that the plan 
will tend to hold back the spread 
of communism. 


Bevin apparently sees in Mar-

—particularly in the physical edu- 
cation and commercial .fields. 
"It may be several years before 


•we have enough physical educa- 
tion instructors in this rapidly ex- 
panding field," he saicl. 


His high school files contained 


requests for 21 physical education 
and 10 commercial teachers.

of the 1941 production, considered 
the average pre-war year. 


And. he said, production of grade 


school teachers this year actually' 
was down from what it was las't 
year. He attributed this to lower 
salaries for grade school teachers 
and more emphasis on higher edu- 
cation. 


"I am positive that the shortage 


of grade school teachers is much 
greater than o.ir 
files 
indicate." 


Stinnett said, and pointed out that 
most elementary school boards re- 
cruit their teachers in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood if possible.

•we have enough physical educa- 
tion instructors in this rapidly ex- 
panding field," he saicl.

And. he said, production of grade 


school teachers this year actually' 
was down from what it was las't 
year. He attributed this to lower 
salaries for grade school teachers 
and more emphasis on higher edu- 
cation. 


"I am positive that the shortage 


of grade school teachers is much 
greater than o.ir 
files 
indicate." 


Stinnett said, and pointed out that 
most elementary school boards re- 
cruit their teachers in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood if possible.

of the 1941 production, considered 
the average pre-war year. 


And. he said, production of grade 


school teachers this year actually' 
was down from what it was las't 
year. He attributed this to lower 
salaries for grade school teachers 
and more emphasis on higher edu- 
cation. 


"I am positive that the shortage 


of grade school teachers is much 
greater than o.ir 
files 
indicate." 


Stinnett said, and pointed out that 
most elementary school boards re- 
cruit their teachers in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood if possible.

Greece Agrees 
to Rigid U. S. 
Supervision 


Washington, June 20. —(UP) — 


The 
Greek 
government 
today 


signed an agreement providing fo"r 
rigid American supervision 
over 


Greece's economy during the life 
of the $300,000,000 U. S. 
aid pro- 
gram. 


The Greek-American accord was 


signed in Alhens by Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh, United Stales ambassador 
lo Greece, and Greek premier Con- 
slanline Tsaldaris. Texts of the ac- 
cord were made public simulatns- 
ously here and in Athens. 


Over Tsaldaris' earlier protests, 


the agreement carries a provision 
that American press and radio re- 
pesentalives will be given a free 
hand to observe and report on utili- 
zation of the aid funds. The Greek 
premier during preliminary talks 
held thai such a provision might re- 
sult in 
correspondents 
"looking 


over his shoulder." 


The accord also provides that: 
1. Dwight P. Griswold, chief of 


American mission, and members 
of his staff shall enjoy the same 
diplomatic privileges and immuni- 
ties granted personnel of the Amer- 
ican embassy in Greece. 


2. Mission personnel 
shall 
be 


supplied wilh proper Greek rec- 
ords, accounts, 
and 
information 


necessary to implement the pro- 
gram. 


3. Americans "will exercise such 


functions 
as are 
necessary 
and 


proper" to complete the aid pro- 
ject, and use any Greek resources 
"to advance reconstruction 
and 


secure recovery as soon as possi- 
ble." 


4. Greece will not use any part 


of the aid to make interest or prin- 
cipal payments on loans held by 
ioreign govern ment.s. 


5. Greece will not transfer any
